Washington—Careful study of that 


portion of President Coolidge's speech 
:n New York relating to Mexico re- 
veals that behind the prediction of an 
emicable adjustment lies a significant- 
ly worded ultimatum. 


For several weeks the outside world 


has been wondering about the btatus 
of the dispute with Mexico because

it was known that the United States 
had not sent additional notes on the 
subject. The president's speech makes 
'clear that the United States does not 
intend to send any more written com- 
munications. 


Mr. Coolidge stales flatly that the 


policy of the United States was based 
upon a. written understanding with 
president Obregon that the constitu- 
tion of 1917 would not be given re- 
troactive effect. 
He says that 
the 


administration of President Calles had 
declined to be bound by the agreement 
made by President Obregon. 
There 


occurs this significant sentence in Mr. 
Coolidge's speech: 


"It was solely because of our un- 


derstanding, secured in this formal 
way that our property rights would be 
respected, that recognition of the gov- 
ernment of President 
Obregon was 


granted. 


, MAY WITHDRAW RESOGN1TION 


In other words, Mr. Coolidge now 


has made clear that if this understand- 
ing is violated, recognition could be 
withdrawn.- This" is the - first- time 
that the policy that the United States 
intended to pursue toward Mexico haj 
been authoritatively 
stated by 
the 


"Washington government. In fact, Sir. 
Coolidge, m his New 
York speech, 


said: 


"We closed the correspondence by 


notifying the Mexico government that 
we stood squarely on the understand- 
ing made'with President Obregon and 
we expected it not to take any action 
that would deprive American citizens 
of their property or their 
property 


rights." 


The use of the words "closed cor- 


respondence" means merely that the 
United States would not discuss any 
more the legal issues involved but 
will simply await the action of Mexico 
to determine whether any confisca- 
tions really develop. Mr. Coolidge mado 
public the pledge given by President 
Calles, however through the Mexican 
ambassador to the effect that Mexico 
had assured the United' States that 
"she does not intend to confiscate our 


mproperly."

Meanwhile American cor-

tion. Several cases have been decid- 
ed in favor of American companies 
by the lower courts. It may take sev- 
eral months for enough decisions to be 
rendered to be binding. 


Incidentally, President Obregon i.s a 


candidate for election in IKS and is 
expected to return to power, so Pres- 
ident Coolidge was really making a 
safe prediction when, he states his 
belief that the relations between the 
United States and Mexico would be 
amicably adjusted. 
They may drift 


alone without any clear recognition 
by the Calles administration that the 
Obregon government was right in its 
interpretation of the American protest 
but it is safe to assume that when 
President Obregon sets back into pow- 
er all douMs on the subject will be 
removed and a. definite understanding 
reached which will prevent tho con- 
troversy from arising: again. In oth- 
er words, negotiation of a. treaty to 
conform to the •sinderslandincs al- 
ready in effect will be the goal of 
diplomacy.

PRESIDENT FRANK 


Presents 2-year Budget for 


Expenses and Building to 
Legislature 


Madison— W> — President Glenn 


Frank of the University of AVisconsin,, 
presented the state school's budget to 
the joint finance committee of the 
legislature AA'ednesday, 
and asked 


"has support of the university, kept 
pace with the j service .of the univer- 
sity?" 
'-. •"*' -*' '~-V-'- 
The total amount asked for the 


school years of 1927-2S and 1928-29 is 
$10,55G,02G. This request 'S divided in 
three parts: $2,150,000 is wanted for 
buildings: $4,284,128 
for the school 


year of 1927-28 and $4,111,S9S for 1928 
29.President Frank told the 
finance 


committee that "the taxpayers pay 
only about half the annual cost of 
the Univcristy of AVisconsin," 45 per 
cent of the money coming from such 
sources as the federal 
government, 


gifts, interest, fees, athletic contest 
gate receipts and the like, in 1926. 


The president's two suggestions to 


the legislature-were: 


ALLOW FOB BUILDING 


That it continue appropriation "for 


the long neglected needs of the univer- 
sity at about the rate established by 
the 1925 legislature, which made possi- 
ble tho first important building pro 
jects in a long stretch of years. In 
actual figures this means that the uni- 
vcrfcity is asking $2.150,000 for build- 
ing purposes expenditure of this suni 
to be spread over a three year term." 


That it continue appropriations for 


use of the state School exclusive of 
the amounts asked for new construc- 
tion, and purchase of two small lots, in 
the school year, amounts previously 
noted. 


The main uses to which these funds 


will be put be said, arc: 


"Running1 the university at Madison. 


Rendering various 
public services. 


Erection, equipment or remodeling of 
buildings. 


"Tho enormous work the university 


has to do year by year is not a thing 
drummed up by the university," Presi- 
dent Frank said, "but a thing demand- 
ed by the people of AA'isconsin." 


He maintained that rapid education- 


al growth of the state has been partly 
the result of the university's work and 
that as the growth continued new 
demands for higher education facilities 
were made upon the univcritty.

upper house failed to approve As-

such mines in tho country. 


Senator Polakowski led the fight for 


the measure, 
contending that the 


move would result in a decreased cost 
of coal and "more money for labor." 
The laboring classes would 
profit 


from the government control, he said. 


Seator Titus argued 
against the 


measure, asking the Milwaukee sen- 
ator if he realized the amount of mon 
ey necessary 
to buy up the 
coal 


mines, and if they could be run on a 
business basis. 


"They could be purchased for less 


than the cost of the world war," Sen 
ator Polakowski replied. 


Refusing to override Governor Zim- 


merman's veto, the same house kill- 
ed a bill to increase the price of co- 
pies of AVisconsin statutes 100 per 
cent. The vote was 20 to 4. 


The bill was returned by the gov- 


ernor Tuesday 
with the statement 


that by increasing the price to $10 
the general public would not be able 
to become familiar with the laws. Pre- 
viously the copies have been sold for 
55. 


DISCUSS CONSOLIDATION 


Tho senate bill, proposing consolida- 


tion of all activities of the state per- 
taining to licensing and regulation of 
motor cars, was discussed in joint ses 
sion AVednesday night by members of 
the senate and assembly and by inter- 
ested parties. 


Senator C. B. Casperson. author of 


the bill, explained the various changes 
it would make. They are, principally, 
the removal of the licensing depart- 
ment from the secretary of state and 
creation of a separate motor depart- 
ment to have charge of gas oil inspec- 
tion, licensing of automobiles and reg- 
ulation and testing1 of weights carried 
on AVisconsin highways. 


Senator Casperson 
pointed to the 


"efficiency and economy" the measure 
would produce, saying that it would 
put the duties of five boards and ofli- 
cers in the hands of one department, 
under one head.

CHINESE KILL 
TWENTY AFTER 
SOVIET 


W o m a n Included Among 


Communists Strangled by 


Northern Authorities 


Peking—(XP)—Twenty Chinese com- 


munists, including a woman,, arrested 
in the recent raid by the northern 
authorities on buildings attached to 
the soviet embassy here, were execut- 
ed Thursday by strangling, it was 
semi-oflicially announced. This semi- 
official statement said that the pri- 
soners were tried secretly for three 
days before a special court. 


Jji Ta-Chao, well known communist, 


was among those executed. 
Th^y 


were strangled at police headquarters. 


It was expected that the prisoners 


would be tried in a special court to 
hear the evidence against those ar- 
rested in the raid, which the northern 
authorities, whose headquarters are 
nt Peking, have claimed resulted in 
the discovery of documents showing 
that the soviet Russia was actively 
supporting the Cantonese 'against the 
northern authorities. 


Apparently however, the police de- 


cided that 
the evidence discovered 


against the men completely proved 
their guilt 
and the court, 
having 


somewhat informally investigated the 
cases, ordered tho summary execution.

THE INDIANS AND THEIR POLICY 


The tribal council of the Menoniinee 


Indians held at Kashena developed the 


, fact that the Indians have a definite pol- 
icy and they are capable of acting to- 
gether to advance it. This policy is that 
the Menominec reservation is for the 
Menominees. and the Indians ivish to 
have the largest measure of freedom in 
'"handling their affairs, compatible v.-ith 
their own interests. They arc tired of be- 
ing misrepresented at Washington and 
of being exploited by incompetent or un- 
friendly overseers. We think this is a 
perfectly natural and proper combination 
of demand and protest. Furthermore, \ve 
arc sure the Indians will find better co- 
operation, assistance and advice 
from 


their friends in Wisconsin than 
from 


[Washington. 


The Indians arc opposed, and v.-e 


- think v.-ith every right, to the disposition 


of their power rights by the Federal Wat- 
er Power board. They object to its ai;- 


They may be sure their white friends in1 


Wi^coiiMii will back them up and coop- 
crate with them for'the protection of their 
intercuts ami the utilization of the re- 
sources of the reservation for their wel- 
fare. 


REGULATING BUSSES 


The legislature has under considera- 


tion.a bill 
for the state regulation of 


busses. It is important that an act bring- 
ing about a more thorough public super- 
vision be passed at this session. It is pro- 
posed to put the control of bus lines in 
the hands of the Railroad 
commission, 


which is undoubtedly where it should re- 
side. Regulation of bus service is of the 
same character as regulation of other 
common carriers. 


The legislature should be careful not 


to attempt to provide too specifically the 
conditions under which busses may op- 
erate, but should give a large measure of 
latitude to the judgment of the Railroad 
commission. The question of whether 
competitive bus lines ought to be licensed 
or not is important, and it is an instance 
of the details that should be left to com- 
mission jurisdiction. It is proposed to 
charge the transportation companies a 
fee of $25 for a certificate, which is cer- 
tainly the lowest that should be consider- 
ed, and an additional charge of $40 for 
each bus to be operated. It is also propos- 
ed to place a special tax on busses on the 
basis of weight and number of miles trav- 
eled. 


This appears in principle to cover the 


requirements-. The amount of fees and 
taxes to be charged should be determined 
on the basis of the value of the franchises 
granted and a just apportionment of ^the 
expense to which the public is put in 
provoking and maintaining highway and 
other facilities, as nearly dnd equitably as 
can be determined. Only by such regula- 
tion can the bus lines be brought into the 
class of fully responsible common car- 
riers and permitted to operate on a basis 
of competition that is fair to other car- 
riers, namely the railroads and electric 
lines. 


UNTANGLING THE TANGLE 


With the radio broadcasting stations 


now all operating on""temporary permits 
for the next two months, the new Federal 
Radio commission is in a position to pro- 
ceed with the problem of untangling the 
radio tangle. Xo stations have been put 
out of business so far, but as things are 
unscrambled many will be dropped, oth- 
ers assigned to "languishing" wave 
lengths and those that deserve it, will be 
given their "place in the sun." Each appli- 
cation for a license will be judged on its 
"merits,"' but the commission has classi- 
fied stations and will give prior consider- 
ation to broadcasters with a record of 
"efficient public service, good conduct 
and priority of the use of the wave 
length." Certainly this is the right basis 
on .which to permanently confer licenses. 
It will eliminate pirates, wave jumpers 
and chronic nuisances, all of which are 
easily identified. 


Promises of future performance will 


count much less than the past record, 
the commission has announced. General 
and complete service will rank above 
only one kind of service, which means 
that the station which dispenses only 
amusement will not have as good a 
chance of getting what it wants, as the 
station which varies this program with 
religious and educational programs. All 
in all. it looks as if something is going 
to be done and the great army of radio 
listeners is pleased at the prospect. 
All 


now wished is that unnecessary dcla;»-s do 
not develop in accomplishing what the 
commission has set out to do. The need 
for intelligent regulation and restriction 
in the radio field is so urgent that rem- 
edial action should be quick arid decisive.

It become.-, a 
real spasm of the larnyx—that's the cartilaginous 
box where the vocal cords are housed—the larnyx 
makes the prominence commonly called the Adam's 
apple. 


Spasms of the larnyx. or larvngo-snasm, occurs 


most commonly in infants subject to tetany. Tetany 
Js a nutritional disorder associated with some de- 
ficiency in the metabolization or utilization of cal- 
cium (lime) in the bodv and characterized by a 
tendency toward spasmodic contraction of the hands 
and feet, as well as some of the breathing muscles. 
Tefany usually but not always occurs in a baby 
that has rickets. The spasm is a steady drawn o't 
contracted state (tonic bnasm. as doctors call it) 
and not a 
twitching- or jerking (clonic) spasm. 


When spasm of the larnyx occurs there is a pecu- 
liar crowing- sound with each intake of breath, and 
-sometimes it shuts off breathing: altogether and the 
child, struggles, grows pale. Mien livid aud 
consciousness. With the lot=.s of consciousness the 
spasm relaxes and the child begins to breathe again, 
with a long crowing intake of breath. Such a dis- 
tressing: thing- may occur several times in a day. 
Sometimes it <1ocs proves fp:t). Aside frori proper 
general medical treatment for the tetany or rickets 
or both, the baby with larynso-snasms should be 
treated with a dash of cold water over the chest 
an'l neck, by thumping- the region of the spine be- 
tween the shoulders with the cdsre of your fist, and 
if breathing stops by artificial respiration. 


Breath holding: spells sometimes occur from en- 


largement of the thymus gland. This is one of the 
ductless glands, situated in the upper crest near 
the collar bones, normally larse in the new born in- 
fant, usually shrinking: after the child reaches the 
nge of 10 or 12. A baby or younsr child with enlarged 
hymus is likely to have sudden spells of breath 
loldingr. during cryinjr or from fright or temper, 
'•omctime.s without apparent cause or warning-, with 
he face turning blue and fainting or loss of con- 
sciousness', then relaxation of the spasm and re- 
covery. A period of exhaustion follows, but in a 
!c\v hours; the child is again playing- and apparent- 
y quite well. X-ray examination discloses the lar^e 
thymus. X-ray treatments, will usually reduce the 
enlargement and relieve the trouble. 


Just what the function of the tlumus slaml may 
c the CNperts do not entirely agree, but it appar- 


ently has somo influence upon the calcium (lime) 
metabolism and on the srowth in childhood. 


The artificial respiration advised if the child in a 


>rcath holding spell stops breathing:, is prone pres- 
sure respiration, the Schafer method. If you do 
not know how to apply this you ought to be r.sham- 
ed of yourself. Any Boy Scout will show you.

This Code was approved by 
the 


Second National Conference on Street 
and Highway Safety last year. It was 
prepared with great care by a com- 
mittee that had been instructed • to 
carry out the recommendations of the 
First National Conference held in De- 
cember 1924, and it was reviewed and

the National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, in the 30 cities over 100,-

people, while in 39 similar cities In 
States not requiring "examination the 
rate was 22.68, or 12 per cent high- 
er." 


The argument for license by exam- 


ination and for rcvocatio'n is made 
that it will lend to keep reckless .In- 
competent, and other extra-hazardous 
drivers off the highways, wlilie the 
fear of losing his permit will tend 
to restrain the capable driver from 
taking chances whereby he may in- 
cur tho penalties of the law. 


As to the establishment of a cen- 


tral enforcement agency, S. J. Wil- 
liams, director of the public safety di- 
vision of tlic National Safety Council, 
says that there must be a competent, 
honest state official, wih an adequate 
salary, appointed cither !>y the Gov- 
ernor or by one of his cabinet, and 
given responsibility for enforcement 
of all automobiles laws, and he must 
work out a system of cooperation 
with local authorities.

"scrub" seed instead of purebred seed 
corn. 


"There is no doubt," he said, "but 


wjiat the "Wisconsin purebred corn has 
been bred to at least double tha yield of 
scrub corn that was formerly used in 
onr state, but it still is a fact that a 
few people are yet growing scrub corn 
on the farm and probably will continue 
to do so as long-as they live. "We don't 
expect to convince every farmer in the 
state that he is losing forty 9r fifty 
dollars per acre by continuing to grow 
scrub corn.

"Even with our purebred varieties 


of corn, they have to be properly fire 
dried or dried to such an extent that 
they have all but 10 or 12-pcr~ccnt o'f 
moisture taken out of the seed in order 
to give best results. This fire drying of 
seed corn is the universal practice in 
the state. 


"This process, by eliminating the 


moisture rapidly, prevents the differ- 
ent injuries disease germs from start- 
ing in the seed. It also walls its vital 
parts against these germs after the 
seed is put into the ground.

CONTEST HELP TO 


MISSOURI FARMER 


Compare Forecasts W i t h 


Actual Prices and Predic- 
tions of Statisticians

To keep constantly bcfoic farmers 


the immutability of the law of sup- 
ply and demand in fixing prices and 
the yearly recurring periods of low 
and high prices, price-guessing con- 
tests among fanners are being con- 
ducted in 'Missouri, and the. guesses 
are being checked up with the prlce- 
forcasting of economists and statis- 
ticians. Both sets of guesses and fore- 
casts arc checked up aftci\vaids with 
actual results-. 


The press .service of the United 


states Department of Agriculture de- 
scribes the contests as follows: "Price- 
gue&sing contests arc being tried out 
.with farmers in Missouii. These con- 
tests lead natuially to a "show me" 
attitude in regard to the price-fore- 
casting systems in use by economists 
and statisticians. When the fanner 
discovers by expeiicnce that guesses 
at future prices are not a good basis 
of planning farm operations, he is 
more interested m what extension 
workers have to say about the possi 
bility of forecasting markets 
from 


adequate supply and demand data. 


"Farmers after taking part in the 


price-guessing contest, have been in 
terested in a comparison of their esti- 
mates with the facts of past perform- 
ance of prices of the different commo- 
dities. Ordinarly, September is the 
high month for hog prices, but guesses 
from 36 farmers mentioned 10 different 
months for the probability of highest 
prices for 1927. 


WORK HELPS FARMER 


"This work is, therefore, an aid to 


farmers in* obtaining all the facts 
available OM sejsonal and long-tune 
pi ices of products as an aid in deciding 
how much to produce and at 
\\hat 


time of the year prices aic the most 
favoiablc. 


"The usual way of conducting price 


sucking contests is for the county 
agent to distribute among the partici- 
pants catds on which u. price forecast 
of a commodity can bo set down and 
cncckcd later by the Actual com so of 
the maikcts. These cards ask the 
guesser to select the month or months 
which he thinks will register the high- 
est and lowest prices for the commo- 
dity chosen. There is a "column for 
revising the forecast some time later 
and another column for filling m the 
market prices actually paid 
in 
the 


designated months. At the end of the 
year for which the prices are estnnat 
ed in advance, the farmers have the 
opportunity of comparing these guess 
cs with the actual prices paid. 


"Farmers often complain that the 


price of a product isw-apt to be high 
when they have none of it to sell and 
loW when their supply is considerable. 
This trouble is largely due to condi< 
tions over which farmers- have no con- 
trol. But it may be aggravated by ill- 
advised changes in production which 
a, better knowledge of price tendencies 
would obviate. Price-guessing contests 
are a means of bringing this fact to 
their attention and acquainting them 
with the possibility of regulating their 
production to better advantage."
